‘The explanation for this is 
that the contest was fought on the 
old register which was prepared 
sixteen months ago and does not 
expire until next month. The bye- 
election has therefore occurred 
just before the change-over is to 
be made. Bromley, like most re- 
sidential areas, has a population 
which changes fairly rapidly. 
Many people leave to live in other 
areas, and many new people come 
into the district in the. course of 
a year and a half. The names of 
these new residents may appear 
on the new register, but they have. 
not been able to vote at this bye- 
election because it has been run on 
the old. Many others whose 
names were on the old register 
have naturally moved, and it could 
hardly be expected that they 
would make the journey to Brom- 
ley for the express purpose of vot- 
ing in a district in which they no: 
longer reside, 
It was forecasted weeks ago 
that, as a consequence ‘of these 
facts, several thousand voters 
would not-be able to go to the 
poll, and the figures now to hand 
show that this must ‘have been 
the case.

Those’ inhabitants who _ fled 
to ‘the neighbouring — village 
for refuge -during the —oc- 
cupation of the city by the rebels 
are gradually coming back on learn- 
ing of the Nationalists’ success.
